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DECISION ON PETITION TO 
WITHDRAW HOLDING OF 
ABANDONMENT UNDER 37 CFR § 
1.181(a) 



This is a decision on the petition filed July 14, 2003 under 37 C.F.R. § 1.181(a) requesting the 
Withdrawal of the Holding of Abandonment. The Notice of Abandonment was mailed June 12, 
2003 (Paper No. 20) for failure to respond to the Office action mailed October 22, 2002.

ISSUES 

Petitioner has submitted a petition; a copy of the Power of Attorney with a change of address 
listing Customer No. 29177 as the attorney of record; and a copy of the postcard receipt dated 
July 17, 2002 for the filing of the Power of Attorney. The practitioner states he did not receive 
the Office action and that the Office action was mailed to the incorrect address as evidenced by 
Exhibit A which is the cover sheet for the October 22, 2002 Office action. 

DECISION 

A review of the Office copy reveals the Power of Attorney by Assignee dated July 17, 2002 is of 
record in the application. The Power contains a revocation and a request to direct all 
communications to "Bell, Boyd & Lloyd, LLC." The Office did not process this request and the 
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non- final Office action was mailed to an address which was never of record. The Office regrets 
any inconvenience caused by this error.
